Morrow & Co 0$ Ino. (aid the Doubleday Book Club), 

They *e enjoyable in that,, while they are to of the most enjoyable baoks I have 
read, they also seem to be poorly written* It could be Hs* Stewart is urifandllar 
with first--Dersori-narrative novels, or just that -the subject' natter >ia cohered so 
deeply by legends no book trying to make' the characters look like mere mortals can 
be satisfactory, ihere seems to be room for a third novel and I hope the third, if 
it ever sees print, is a, topper for the other two* 

There are two binding factors between the two novels. The more important is they 
are narratives by Merlin on his life. The other factor is a predcrainanoe of, to use 
the euphemistic term, children of questionable parentage. The clinical term is, of 
course^ bastards c and it is used throughout both books* Merlin himself, Arthur and 
Uordred ' ate the most obvious examples 0 If the word offends you, don't buy the books--. 

The first book 9 The Cry sta l Cave , begins with Merlin f o earliest memories. It 
concerns his growing up in the royal court of his maternal grandfather, a local king 
in southern Wales<> This kin*? takes a dim view of his daufSh'ber's ruining his chance 
•of -Marrying her off to some powerful ruler's son to- increase his holdings « Su<£ men 
take a dim view of H usfed merchandise ( (unless it's. a collecter's piece, of course- 
RBL))o His aatff&ter adaiosntinely refuses to tell, him who the child's rattier is c At 
one point the Sing has her -^hipped to the point of losing the. baby, but she never 
tells him the name of the father* In fact P she doasn't toll IlerKn until he has 
already found out from his father, (Anyone who wishes to keep himself in suspense 
should skip the next paragraph,) 
His father is Aurelius it.mbrosius 0 

Merlin has n thq sight :1 since. birth, but his skills as a healer and most of his 
magic' 'was taugiit him by Galapas, an old man who lived in a cave not far from the 
family castle. The cave^ at one time;, was apparently a place, of worship for the 
old ^elsh sod Myrddin*- pronounced °Htt3in M 0 Merlin ! s full name in Welsh is Myrddin 
Emrya f after this god 0 Cne day, * the castle, ■Merlin* a servant fills the lamps 
with "oil« ■ S doc is spilled on a flirfrt of stair and, while the servant f?oes to find 
some ra/*s to wipe it up 3 the kin/* comes down the stairs, slips, sxid lands on his 
head, beinrr fataUy injured in the process* The now king is Merlin's uncle Camlach*. 
.Ho has earlier tried to poison Merlin*, Merlin being?- away at the cave, the new king 
has Merlins servant killed. On, arriving home, Merlin burns the little room in 
which he 3 the slave and his old uurse usually slept* Hhilc the fire ragea, Merlin 
-slips away, falling into the' hands of two spies from Aurelius Ambrosius. 

Let us pause for a brief moment of explanation*, The current hi^h-ldng, Vortigen, 
trained the throne thrcu^ assassination** The rightful king^s two sons, Ambrosius 
and Uther, have fled to Britanny* To protect himself from an invasion from Brit- 
anny or revolt .within, the hi^h-king has hired an increasingly large number oi 
Saxon mercenaries. To placate the Saxons, Vorttgern, a widower, has married the 
daughter of a Saxon Ghiefo This has alienated his son by his first wife, Vortxmer. 
There are thus four independent factions: vortigen, V or timer, the Saxons, and the
